CANAL DAM CONTENTION. 
When our editorial neig hbors down 
at Sterling chafe us with recollections 
of the fact tha t a t one tim e we be­ 
liev ed tha t the Hennepin canal feeder 
would 
sta rt 
a t 
Dixon 
and 
here 
would be placed the dam, it does not 
fully describe our unpleasant recol 
lections of early canal days. 
We re­ 
member tha t Dixon people put in ali 
their tim e and money to sta rt the 
canal enterprise, while the citizens of 
Sterling bitterly opposed this internal 
improv ement. 
It was thoug ht by eng ineers a t tha t 
tim e tha t a sufficient fall, slope if you 
pleace, to cause the water to flow ib 
sufficient qua ntity to feed the canal, 
with its many locks, would necessita te 
the dam belDg placed as hig h up the 
riv er as a t Dixon. 
It 
is not probable tha t the en­ 
g ineers were in error in this calcula­ 
tion. 
Men of practical experience in 
canal 
matters do not believ e tha t 
the feeder 
sta rting 
a t 
Sterling 
will g iv e sufficient 
fall 
to 
feed 
the main canal. 
Therefore, instead 
of placing the dam further down the 
riv er than the head of the feeder it 
should be sev eral miles abov e the first 
proposed location, as it is v ery doubt­ 
ful about there being sufficient fa ll— 
or slope in the feeder as we sta ted to 
carry enoug h water to the summit 
lev el to supply the practically two 
canals conta ining many locks. 
Howev er, the day of canals is about 
ended in Illinois and owing to the 
fact tha t the Hennepin by the tim e 
it is completed will not be worth a 
dam it makes but little difference, 
perhaps, where the dain is lccated. 


The city council of Freeport at a 
special m eeting Saturday 
ev eniDg 
g ranted a franchise to the Freeport- 
Dixon Electric Railway oompany to 
operate its line in tha t city. The ordi­ 
nance prov ides tha t the company is 
to enter the city on its own tracks 
and tha t it must prov ide a city ser­
